Treatment of Sinusitis a Difficult Problem

W h e n O l i ve r W e nde l l 
Holmes was professor of Anatomy 
a* Harvard he u>ed to hold a speci­

“Gentlemen, damn the sphenoid 
bone." 
So y ou have to be very patient 
*w ith y our doctor when he is s t rug ­ 
gling with a sinus infection. He is 
up against a hard job. 
A sinus is defined as a recess, 
cavity or hollow space. Or an air 
cavity . There are four draining 
into the nose—the frontal, which 
is a hollow cavity in the bone 
above the ey e (y ou can feel the 
bulge from the outside); the m a x ­ 
illary is a large hollow cavity be­ 
hind the cheek bones. The ethmoid 
and sphenoid sinuse- are rr.ore like 
sponges—an intricate network of 
bone spicules. All the-e sinuses are 
lined with mucous membrane and 
a mucous membrane is very sub­ 
ject to infection, especially in the 
winter time. 
Acute Sinus Infection 
An acute sinus infection is likely 
to be called a head cold by the suf­ 
ferer. But all, or a large part of, 
those 
ramifications 
of 
mucous 
membrane are inflamed. It usually 
gets well by natural processes. 
But sometimes the infection gets 
trapped in one of the recesses and 


the body dee- not produce enough 
immti’ ity to throw it off and the 
infection brnd-; and breeds slug­ 
gishly . If pus forms, the narrow 
openings into the nose are not big 
enough to let it out. Then y ou have 
a sir ., i t-ndache. And in widening 
the opening t he nasal su: geon docs 
what y ou call draining the sinus. 


Treatment of Sinus Infection 
A« to treatment, I have be< n 
study ing the report of one of the 
large rose and throat clinics of the 
Atlantic seaboard. They conclude 
that with acute sinusitis the less 
done, in most cases, the better. 
They get well in 9 5 per cent of 
ca*i * by themselves. 
Iriigation, 
spray s, the use of sulfa drugs and 
ointments are simply calculated to 
spread the infection and tend to 
pocket it in one of the nooks 
or 
crannies. Go to bed, take some as­ 
pirin and plenty of handkerchiefs, 
take a light diet, some hot lemon­ 
ade, ar.d read y our favorite detec­ 
tive writer. 
The treatment of chronic sinus­ 
itis is different. Methods of treat­ 
ment include irrigation, 
climate, 
allergic treatment 
and surgery 
ranging from drainage 
to a radical 
operation, removing 
the entire in­ 
fected mucous membrane of 
the 
affected sinuses. The nose 
must be 
kept clean by spray s or irrigation 
although this can be overdone. 
Application of sulfa drugs in pow­ 
der. liquid or ointment 
form some­ 
times helps.

By Z A C H A RY TA Y LO R 
Now that you know all about 
Santa Claus, Virginia, how would 
you like to hear about hi-, daddy? 
What's that? Did a

his daddy knows how Santa got 
there. But this is the story: 
Once upon a time, many years 
ago—07 years to be exact- there 
was a little six-year-old named 
Tommy who 
came to 
America 
from Germany. His father was a 
musician. His father was a . mu­ 
sician. He played trombone in 
big bands. 
Tommy didn't want 
to he a 
musician. Tommy lik«d to draw. 
11 is best friend was a dealer in 
crayons who would let Tommy 
have bi >kcn ones that 
people 
wouldn't buy.

school, but he was such a good 
little artist 
that ofttimes

teacher said: “ Go ahead and fin­ 
ish your pi' ture.

Tommy 
came to 
America, 
a 
college 
professor, 
Clement C. Moore, 
printed 
a 
book df his poems. One was that 
which starts: “ Twas the night 
bef »re Christmas-—” 
It t( 11s about St. Nicholas rid 
ing h:s sleigh through the Christ­ 
mas kv and sliding ctmrrrchim- 
neys to bring 
gifts. 
Everyone 
loved the poem. 
Soon even ba­ 
bies everywhere were lisping it. 
But no one knew 
then 
what 
Santa Claus looked like. It was 
just 100 years ago that an artist 
first tried to draw 
the 
Santa 
Claus of the poem. But gosh—-he 
was such 
a dricd-up, 
skinny- 
looking little follow. Other artists 
tried to draw him. Most of those 
Santa Clauses'looked like tubby 
little dwarfs or hunch-backs. 
So, when Tommy grow up and 
became an artist who drew for a 
big magazine, he decided in 1863 
to draw a Santa Claus: He drew 


two. One was the 
Santa Claus 
who visited Civil W ar soldiers 
(even President 
Lincoln 
loved 
him), 
and 
the other 
was 
a 
dwarfish, fat little 
Santa on 
a 
chimney.

it. Sons and daughters and moth­ 
ers and fathers all loved them. 
So Tommy resolved

the big, hearty, fur-suited 
old saint tiiat everyone 
knows 
today. 
Tommy’s name 
was Thomas 
Nast, and he was one of the very 
ceatc t ne wspaper 
artists that 
< \ ( r lived. 
The elephant 
that 
lanes for the Republican party 
and the donkey 
that stands for 
the Democrats both came out of 
l’ommy’s inkwell, too. He was a 
friend of many presidents. 
One 
of 
them, 
President 
Theodore 
Roosevelt, made him consul gen 
oral in Ecuador, where he died 
in 1902. 
Tommy 
lived in New 
York 
City and at Morristown, N. J. He 
iir.d five children—and they all 
loved Santa Claus. 
One of Tommy’s 
friends, A l­ 
bert Bigelow Paine, who wrote

Dickens left t e firm, 
but not without a few well-aimed 
blows. 
One of tin se is immortal, 
just like the “ Carol.’' 
He made 
Sr.muel Carter Hall into Peck­ 
sniff. in “ Martin Chuzzlcw t “ The 
nice tiring is that, according to; 
Forster. Hall 
didn’t 
rec-gniz* 
himself. 
But shortly before Christmas r f 
1843 Dickens was se./ed with the 
idea cf doir.g a special Christmas 
story—it was a habit with authors 
in these days. 
He get hi> idea, 
and he was transported by it. He 
wept, it is '-aid. and laughed, and 
in the dark of the L ndon r..g. t 
he left hi? house and 
took 
ic- 
peati d walks of 15 and 20 mles. 
oblivious t - London fog and foot­ 
pads 
It was published 
just 
before 
Christmas, and sold 6.000 copies 
the first day. and 4.000 n m- al­ 
most immediately. 
But Dicke s 
had expected £1,000 and he actu­ 
ally got less than £700. It soun d 
him on the ’‘Carol'’ for quite a 
t me. aitiv ugh not so much that 
he faded to write ot. tr Chri.-tmas 
conceits for succeeding Christ­ 
mas; s. 
And in the end Dickens won, 
for the “ Car 1" never has stopped 
selling, no not in 100 years.
